The Chairman reported that the Secretariat is initiating a draft of 
the report for concurrence or comment on an interim basis.

The Chairman reported that the draft of the preliminary ORR study 
will be forwarded to the EIC Representatives of the Departments of State and 
Commerce for pre-publication review and comment about 18 August 1965. 

The International Trade and Transport of Communist China, 1964 

(EIC-R16 Series) 


The Chairman recalled that members had agreed that the publi- 
cation date of the EIC-R16 series would be moved from July to September 
because of the availability of the official trade statistics in early September. 
The EIC report was to be preceded by a preliminary CIA trade study last 
February and by an ONI ocean shipping estimate last May, but pressures of 
other business appeared to have intervened. 

The Chairman stated that he hoped ONI could provide their contri- 
bution to the study shortly and that the EIC report would be ready for review 
hopefully by mid-September in accordance with the procedures the EIC had 
agreed to in August 1964. 

DISCUSSION OF CONSUMER QUESTIONNAIRE FOR BIWEEKLY REPORT : 

The Chairman recalled that at the June meeting, the Working Group 
responsible for producing the Biweekly Report had been instructed to 
prepare a detailed consumer questionnaire that might assist in determining 
the desirability of changing the present biweekly series to a monthly publi- 
cation. 

Copies of the questionnaire were circulated and after discussion it was 
agreed that the questionnaire, in multiple copy, would be included in one or 
two forthcoming issues of the Biweekly Report. It is hoped that the response 
received to this questionnaire will aid in making this publication more useful 
to its readers.
